NATO OUT TO BOLSTER ARMS RACE 


Brussels. A recent session ol 
the NATO Defence Planning 
Commllteu attended by NATO 
defence ministers was keynoted 
by Midi emphasis on intensified 
military effort. 

US Defense Secretary 
C. Weinberger had arrived In 
Brussels in advance, when the 
bloc's "Euro group" was still in 
session, and Immediately 
started brainwashing the allies. 
The USA Is mainly pressing for 
wrecking attempts to scrap the 
plans for deployment in 
Western Europo of around 000 
now American medium-range 
nuclear missiles. 

Efforts bto also being made 
to accelerate Implementation of 
aovoral other NATO military 
programmes; evidence of tills 
la B Brussels memo Integrating 
a bntch of British early warn- 
ing ond control Nimrod planes 
within NATO. The planes will 
Lia part of recently formed 
NATO air spying service, along- 


side IB AWACS Boeing planes, 
the Brat of them already station- 
ed at the Ceilenkirchen air 
base In the FRGL Ttio addition 
of the British planes will en- 
able NATO strategists to pry 
deep Into the territory of the 
socialist countries. 

The communique confirms 
NATO plane to boost bolb 
nuclear and conventional 

armaments. All blue members 
minus Greece supported keep- 
ing to schedulo In preparations

munique dealt at length with 
the bloc's activities uulsldo its 
7 .

"rapid deployment force"

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PENTAGON'S WAR GAMES IN THE CARIBBEAN

The Vieques landing was a 
key olcmont In the Ocean Ven- 
tured large -scale military games 
staged by tha American military. 
This provoca ti vo sh Olf u f 
strength by tho Pentagon In tho 
Caribbean Involves 6U combat 
ships, including two aircraft car- 
riers and 350 planes of various 
sorts, including B-52 strategic 
bombers. About 45,000 men are 
taking part, equipped with tho 
most up-to-date weapons. 

Spokesman for the Pentagon 
and tha US administration do 


not conceal the I act that Ocean 
Venlu re-82 Is Intended to demon- 
strate the "determination" of 
American Imperialism to "dofend 
Its vital Interests" in tho Carib- 
bean.
